SUBJECT: Meeting of 6 June 1962 with Senator Homer E. Capehart 
and His Party 

1. On Friday, -1 June 1962, advised that the Director §TATINTL 

had talked with Senator Homer £, Capehart on 29 May and an appointment 

had been made for 6 June at 2:30 P.M., for | 

25X1 to meet with Rabbi Moses I. Feuerstein and his party 

concerning the situation of the Jewish people in Russia. Confirmation 
had been promised by Senator Capehart but had not been received. It 
was agreed that this Office would check Senator Capehart's office on 
Monday for confirmation. 

2. On Monday, 4 June, after checking with to see if STATINTL 

any further information had been received concerning the meeting, at 

which time it was suggested and agreed that the undersigned would offer 
transportation for Rabbi Feuerstein and his party to the building and 
return, the undersigned visited the Senator's office. After being requested 
to see the Senator personally on this matter by his secretary, the Senator 
offered the judgement that it was very kind of the Agency to offer trans- 
portation and if the undersigned was unable to provide for five people, the 
Senator's car would be available. | | were advisedSTATINTL 

In discussion it was 
agreed that the undersigned would also attend the meeting of Wednesday 
and attempt to assist by the addition of any further information as might 
be obtained in the ride out to the building regarding the specific interests 
of the individuals and objectives of the meeting. 

3. Upon arrival at the Senator's office on Wednesday, 6 June 1962, 
the undersigned was introduced to Rabbi Moses I. Feuerstein, Dr. Rabbi 
Samson R. Weiss and Mr. Z. William Wolfson, the President, Vice Presi- 
dent and Director of the Union of Orthodox Jewish Congregations of America , 
a voluntary lay organization of Jewisn congregations in the United States.
